Reader, whoever thou art, think often 


With thyſelf, How ſhall I come off when I 
ſtand before the judge eternal? What Righ- 
teouſneſs will acquit me there? Muſt it 
be a Righteouſneſs wrought | in me by the 
Spirit of God, or one wrought out by 
my Dear Saviour, and imputed to me 
by God the Father, as the ſole Matter 
of my Diſcharge, when before that awe- 


tul Bar? Indeed thou that haſt this im- 


puted to thee, will have a Righteouſneſs 
infufed into thee by the Spirit of Chriſt,

but the firſt is to acquit thee in che Court 
of Heaven, the latter in the Court of 
Conſeience; the firſt is thy Title to Hea- 
5 ven, the other thy Meetneſs for it. 

This is ſo clearly demonſtrated in the 
ſubſequent Sermon, that I ſhall add no 
more to it, leſt I ſhould darken Counſel 
with Words without Knowledge. But this 
1 mention, leſt you ſhould take up with 8 
falſe Hopes of the Divine Mercy, not

i. 14. that the Power of Godlineſs is 
impreſſed on the Heart, and expreſſed 
in the Life of a Believer, if the Prin- 
ciples of Truth are not from God's 
Word, there can be no true Religion. | 
Tf the Truth profeſſed be conſonant 
to God's Word, and Faith and Love 
be wanting, it may be a Man's No- 
tion and Opinion, but it is not the 
Man's Religion.

it were ſome Matter of Wrong, or wicked

not. And to ſay the truth, if it were a Name 


of Men's giving, he ſaid not much amiſs. Their 
Names are not greatly to be looked after. 
The Argument taken from them the Heathen 
Philoſopher confeſſeth is an Argument that 
ſetteth a good Face upon it, but no great 
Subſtance in it. The Reaſon whereof is, 
that becauſe with Men, there be Nominals and 
there be Reals: Names and Things be many 
times two. There is Learning ſaith the Apo- 
ſtle falſely ſo called, 1 Tim. vi. 20. and as 
Learning ſo many things beſides. The Chur! 
is named liberal, and they worſhipful that have 
nothing worthy Worſhip in them, Iſaiah xxxii. 5. 


Yea it falleth out, that ſome have a Name, 


' that they live and yet are dead. Apoc. iii. 1. and 
many Things beſides, that are ſpoken of Per- 
ſons which yet are not to be ſound in them. 
Whereof we need not ſeek far, we have an 

_ Example here in the Prophet,of King Zedekiab, 
that reigned at the time of this Propheſy; one 
that had neither Truth nor Righteouſneſs in 

him, a Breaker of his League and Covenant, 


a Falſifier of his Oath, Exzek. xvil. 9. and yet 
his Name is Zedekiah God's righteous one,

II. And when they be true, empty and 
no great weight in them. For what are

As we have an Uſe or 
Benefit by ſo calling him. The Duty and Uſe. 
To God himſelf (as the P/almiſt tell- 
eth us) all the Service we can perform 
reacheth not. The Perfection of his Nature 
is ſuch, as it can from us receive nothing. 
But two things of his there are, which he 
hath left to expreſs that Duty which we 
owe and bear to himſelf, which two are in 
one Verſe ſet down by the Prophet David, 
Thou haſt maynified ; 1. thy Name; and 2. 
thy Ward - all things, Pſ. cxxxviii. 2. 
1. his Name; and 2. his Word. His Name 
for our Invocation ; his Word for our Inſtru- 
ction. And theſe two, as they are the high. 
eſt 


(EF 


eſt Things in God's Account; fo are they 
to be in ours. Not in the Word only 
(which carrieth all away in a manner 1n theſe 
Days) but his Name alſo, no leſs. For in 
the eating them down the Holy Ghoſt giveth 
the firſt Place to the Name, Our very aſſem- 
bling and coming together is in this Name, 
Mall. xvili. 20. And then before all things 
Supplications are to be made in this Name, 
'1 Tim, ii. 1, And the very hearing of the 
Mord itſelf is, that wwe may call upon his 
Name; how ſhall they call upon his Name of 
whom they have not heard, How ſhall they 


hear without a Preacher? Rom. x. 14. So 


that preaching and hearing the Word, are 
both ordained for the calling on this Name. 
Which being ſo high in God's Account, of 
very Civility, if there be nothing elſe, we are 
not to be ignorant what his Name is that 
he is to be called by; no Man that maketh 
any, yea but common Account of a Party, 
but he will learn by what Name to call 
him. And fo requiſite doth Solomon hold 
this, as he affirmeth, Prov. iii. 2. There 1. 
little more in that Man than in a Beaſt, yea 
there is not the Underſlanding of a Man in 
him, of God (of him that fretcbeth out the 
Heavens, and gathereth the Winds in his Fiſt, 
bindeth the Waters in a Garment, eſtabliſheth 
all the ends of the World) not to know what 
1s his Name or what is his Son's Name, that 
his Name is our Lord, and his Son's Name, 
the Lord our Righteouſneſs. 

This we were bound to get Notice of, 
if it were but Civility, or as Solomon reckon- 


een it, even of Humanity. But that is not 
| all,

all, for ſeeing, as the heathen Man confeſleth, 
we all either have, or may have need of God 


in our Neceſſities of Life, but eſpecially in 


our laſt Need, of very Neceflity it will ſtand 


us in hand, to know how to call unto him. 
There 1s o Chen, but will be ſure to 


learn his Adverate's Name, nor no Patient 


but will tell his Phyfcian's. Nor, in a Word 


any of them of whom we are to have any 


ſpecial Uſe, but we will be careful to learn 


his true Name, that we miſs not in it. So 


if we have diverſe Names, and love to be 
called by any one rather than another, to be 
ſure to be perfect in it, and ready to ſalute 
him by it: And ſuch is this Name here, and 


we therefore not to be to ſcek in it; ſeeing 


not only Courteſy, but very Neceſſity | com- 


mendeth it to us. 


Which Name, as you ſee, is e ee, 
of three Words; firſt, Fehovab; ſecondly 
Righteouſneſs; thirdly, Oar: all of them ne- 


ceſſary, all of them eſſential, and they all 
three concurring, as it were, three T'wiſts, 
they make a three -fold Cord, like that which 
the Preacher mentioned, Eccleſ. iv. 12. that 


cannot be broken. But except it be intire, 


and have all three, it looſeth the Virtue, it 


worketh nothing. For ſever any one of 


them from the reft, and the other are not

they be ſo odious, as what manner of defled 
Clotb, or what kind f og, we have not 
_ dared to tranſlate. 
| Our own then being no better, we are 
driven to ſeek for it elſewhere. He ſball 
receive his Righteouſneſs, ſays the Prophet, 
Iſaiah Ixiv. 6. And the Gift of Righteouſneſs 
(lays the Apoſtle) Phil. iii. 8. It is then ano- 
ther, to be given us, Pſal. xxiv. 5. And to be 


received by us, which we muſt ſeek for. And 


whither ſhall we go for it? Fob alone diſpatch- 
eth the Point, xv. 15. Not to the Heavens

or Stars for they are unclean in his Sight, not 
to the Saints, Job iv. 18, for in them he found 
Folly; nor to the Angels, for neither in them 


found he any Stedfaſtneſs, xxv. 3. Now if 


none of theſe will ſerve, we ſee a neceſſary 


Reaſon, why the Lord muſt be a part of this 
Name.

miab here expreſſing the Name more fully

II. Rigbleouſueſ: Why that ? If we atk in 
regard of . the other nnn, which are before 


remembered (Salvation and Peace.) Why 
Righteouſneſs, and not Salvation nor Peace? 
it is evident, becauſe (as in the Verſe next be- 
fore the Prophet termeth it) Righteouſneſs is 
is the Branch, and theſe two, Salvation and 


Peace, are the Fruits growing out of it. 
Iſaiah iv. 8. 80 that if this be had, both the 
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other are had with it. Of Righteouſneſs and 
Salvation Haiab ſayeth, they grow both to- 
gether as out of one Stalk, Iſaiab xxxii. 17. 
And of Peace, the very Work or proper Effet 
of Righteonſneſs is Peace: for which cauſe the 
Apoſtle interpreting the Name of Melchiſedech, 
King of Salem; firſt (faith he) King of Righte- 
ouſneſs ; and after, King of Peace, Heb. vii. 2. 
Even as on the contrary part, Sin, which is 
nothing elſe but Iniquity or Unrighteouſneſs, as 
ſaith St. John, i. 3, 4. is that Root of Bitter- 
_ neſs, from whence ſhooteth forth both Per- 
dition of the Soul, contrary to Salvation, and 
Unquietneſs of the Conſcience, oppoſite to Peace, 
and both they, and all other Miſeries are, (as 
Job termeth them, v. 8.) Sparks of this Brand 
of Hell: As Health, and Peace, and all 
Bleſſings, are the Fruits of this Branch of 
Righteouſneſs, P/a/. Ix. 11. Now becauſe there 
is a vain Salvation (as ſaith David) and a 
Peace, falſely fo called, a Peace which is no 
Peace (as faith Feremiah) to the End therefore 
that our Salvation might be ſubſtantial, and our 
Peace uncounterfeit, it behooveth us to lay a 
ſure Ground-work of them both; and to ſet a 
true Root of this Branch, which is the Name 
Febovab, the Lord. For ſuch as the Root of 
this Branch is, ſuch will Salvation and Peace, 
the Fruits thereof, be; If it be Man's Righte- 
ouſneſs which is vain, it will alfo be, „he vain 
Salvation of Man, vain, and ſoon at an end; 
and the Peace like to the World's Peace, vain 
and of no certainty. But if Jebovab the 
Eord be our Righteouſneſs, look how he is, 
fo will they be, everlaſting Salvation, a Peace 

which paſſeth all Underſtanding. 8 7

and above other. Not of 


For in Power there is no true Comfort, with- 
out Juſtice, or Righteouſneſs be joined to it. 


For what is Power, except Rigbteouſneſs go 
before? We ſee it is a thing very agreeable 
to our Nature, to have that we ſhall have, by 


Juſtice, to chuſe, and that way do even the 


mightieſt ſeek for it; and when that way, it 


wil not come, they overbear it with Power. 


Nor of Mercy, not the Lord Mercy, by which 
Name David calleth him: for though it be 
a Name of ſpecial Comfort, and Saint Augu- 


tine ſaith of it, O glorious Name, under which 


no Man has Cauſe to deſpair. Vet (if we weigh 


it well) of itſelf alone, we ſhall find there is no 
full or perfect Comfort in it, except this alſo 


be added; for that we have in us two Re- 
ſpects: firſt, one as Perſons in Miſery ; ſecond- 
ly, the other as Perſons convict of Sin; and 


tho* Mercy be willing to relieve us, in the 


one, (for her Delight is to help thoſe in 


| Miſery :) Yet what ſhall become of the other, 


how ſhall that be anſwered? We have in the 


| Verſe before mention made of a King ready 


to execute Judgment and Fuſtice, Now Juſtice 
is profeſſed Enemy to all Sin; and Juſtice 
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in her Proceeding may not admit of any Re- 


| ſpect either of the Might or of the Miſery 
of any, to lead her from giving Sentence ac- 


cording to Law. 
True it is, Mercy is ours, ours wholly, there 


is no doubt; but Fuftice is againſt us, and 
except Juſtice may be made ours too, all is 


not as it ſhould be. But, if Juſtice, if that in 


God, which is only againſt us, might be made 
for us, then were we ſafe, therefore all our 
Thought 1s to be, either how we may get 


Mercy to triumph over Juſtice, with the Apo- 


ſtle James 11. 13. or how, at the leaſt, we 


may get them t meet together, and be Friends 


in this Work, Pſal. Ixxxv. 10. For except 


Juſtice be ſatisfied, and do join in it alſo, in 
vain we promiſe ourſelves, that Mercy of it- 


ſelf ſhould work our Salvation; which may 
ſerve for the Reaſon, why neither the Lord 
a Power, nor the Lord Mercy are enough, but 
it muſt be the Lord Righteouſneſs, Righteouſ 


neſs a part of the Name. 
Our : and neither may this be left out, for 
without this he Lord alone doth not concern 


us, and the Lord Righteouſneſs is altogether 
againſt us. But if he be Rigbteouſneſs, and 
not only Righteouſneſs, but ours too; all is 
at an end, we have our Deſires, verily this laſt, 


this poſſeſſive, this Word of Application 1s 


all in all, by it we have Intereſt in both the 
former, and without it our Caſe is as theirs. 


What is that to us and thee, Matt. viii. 19. 


What have we to do mib thee? O Lord Righte- 


ouſneſs, which is moſt feartul, and nothing but 
Terror and Torment in the r of it. 


Therefore we mult make much of this, for 


if 


! 
if once he be with us, and not againſt us, and 
not only with us, but our own, all is ſafe. 
Otherwiſe it falleth out oft, there be many 


with us, that be not ours; with us, talk with 
us, eat with us, fit with us, which yer are not 


ours for all that, and in this Point allo, doth 


this Name of Feremy more fully expreſs the 
Name of Jaiab's Emanuel, no leſs than in the 


two former. Firſt of Jehovah the Lord, which is 


more than EI, and then of Righteouſneſs, 


which is more agreeable than of Power; and 
now this is here, that there is with us, which 
is well, and there is ours which is better, and 

more ſurer by a great deal. For if he be (as 


the Apoſtle ſays) made unto us Righteouſneſs, 


and that ſo as he becometh ours, what can we 


have more? What can hinder us (faith Sz. 


Bernard) but we ſhould uſe our own to our 
own behoof,, and from our Saviour work our 
Salvation, Uſe him and his Righteouſneſs, uſe 
that which is ours to our beſt Behoof, and 
work our Salvation out of this our Saviour; 
ſo that ours may not be ſpared, no more 
than the other part of the Name, for all is 


in ſulpence, and there is no compleat Comfort 
without it. 


To which Comfort, this may be added for 
a Concluſion of this part, no leſs effectual 


than any of the former. That it is our Righ- 


 teouſneſs in the Abſtrat?, and not in the Con- 
crete, our Juſtice or Righteouſneſs itſelf, not 
our Juſtifier or Maker of us righteous. For 
thus delivered I make no doubt, it hath much 


more Efficacy in it, and more ſignificant it is 


* ſay, by far, the Lord our 1 
than 
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than the Lord our Juſtiſer. I know St. Pan? 
ſaith much: that our Saviour Chriſt ſhed his 
Blood to ſhew his Righteouſneſs, that he might 


not only be juſt, but a Juſtiſer of thoſe that 
are of his Faith, Rom. iii. 26. And much 


more again, in that when he ſhould have 
ſaid To him that believeth in God, Rom. iv. 5. 


he chooſeth thus to ſer it down, To him that 


believeth in him, that juſtifieth the Ungodly, 

making theſe two to be all one; God and 
the 7uſtifier of Sinners. Though this be 
very much, yet certainly this is moſt forci- 


ble, that he is made unto us by God very Righ- 


zeouſneſs itſelf, 1 Cor. i. 13. and that yet 
more, that be 1s 3 Righteouſneſs to Us, 
that we be made the Righteouſneſs of God 


in him, 2 Cor. v. ult. which Place Sr. Chry- 


ſeſtome well weighing, this very Word Rigb. 
_ teouſneſs (ſays he) the Apoſtle uſes, Gal. iii. 13. 


to expreſs the unſpeakable Bounty of that Gift, 


that he has not piven us the Operation or 


Effect of his Righteouſneſs, but his very Righ- 
 Feouſneſs;, yea his very ſelf unto us; mark 
| (ſaith he) how every thing is lively, and 4 


full as can be imagined. 
Chriſt, one, not only that had done no Sin, 
| but that had not ſo much as known any Sin, 


bath God made (not a Sinner, but) Sin it- 
ſelf; as in another Place (not accurſed, but) 


2 Curſe itſelf. Sin in reſpect of the Guilt; 


a Curſe in reſpe& of the Puniſhment. And 
why this? to the end that we might be made 
(not righteous Perſons, that was not full 
enough but) Righteouſneſs itſelf; and there 


he ſtays not yet, and not every Righteouſ- 
neſs, but the very One of God him- 


elf.

ſelf. What can be further ſaid, what can be 
conceived more comfortable? To have him 


ours, not to make us Righteous, but to make 
us Righteouſneſs, and that not any other but 


the Kighteoujneſs of God; the Wit of Man 


can deviſe no more, and all to this end, that 


we may fee there belongeth a ſpecial Regard 
to this Name : that there is more than ordi- 

nary Comfort in it; that therefore we ſhould 
be careful to honour him with it, and ſo 


call him by it, the Lord our Righteoujneſs. 
There is no Chriſtian Man that will deny 


the Name, but will call Chriſt by it, and ſay 
of him that ke is the Lord our Righteouſneſs, 


without taking a Letter or Syllable from it. 


But it is not the Syllables, but the Senſe that 


maketh the Name : and the Senſe is it, we are 


to look unto; that we keep it intire in Senſe 
as well as in Sound, if we mean to preſerve 
this Name of our Righteouſneſs, full and whole 


unto him; and as this is true, ſo it is true like+ 


wiſe, that even among Chriſtians all take it 


not in one Senſe, but ſome of a greater La- 
 titude than another, There are that take it 
in that Senſe that the Prophet T/aiah ſetteth 


down, 1ſaiah xlv. 24. in the Lord my Righte- 
ouſneſs, that all our Righteouſneſs is in him,; 


and we to be found in him not having our own 
Righteouſneſs, but being made the Kighteouſ- 


neſs of God in him, 2 Cor. v. ult. There are 


tome others, that tho? in one part of our Nig h- 
 teouſneſs, they take it in that Senſe; yet in 
another Part they ſhrink it up, and in that 
make it but a Propoſition cauſal, and the In- 
terpretation thereof to be, from the Lord my 
Righteouſneſs, which is true too, firſt, whe. 
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ther we reſpect him, as the Cauſe exemplary 


or Pattern (for we are to be made conformable 
to the Image of Chriſt, Rom. viii. 29.) ſe- 


condly, or whether we reſpect him as the Cauſe 
efficient ;, for of all his righteous Works the 
Prophet truly proteſteth, Iſaiab xxvi. 12. 
Lord thou wilt ordain Peace for us; for thou 


alſo haſt wrought all our Works in us; and 


the Apoſtle when he had ſaid J, 1 Cor. xv. 10. 
corrected himſelf preſently, and faith, not 7, 
but the Grace of God. This Meaning then 
is true and good; but not full enough: for 
either it taketh the Name in ſunder, and 


giveth him not all, but a part of it again; 


die it maketh two Senſes, Which may 
not be allowed in one Name. 


For the more plain conceiving of which 


Point, we are to be put in Mind, that the 
true Righteouſneſs, as fays St. Paul, is not of 
Man's Device, but hath its Witneſs from the 
Law and Prophets, which he there proceed- 
eth to ſhew, out of the Example firſt of 
Abraham, Gen. xvill, 19. and after of David in 
the Scripture; then there is a double Righte- 


euſneſs ſet down, both in the Old and the 
New Teſtament. In the Old, and in the very 
firſt Place, that Righteouſneſs is named in the 


Bible, Abraham believed, and it was accounted 
unto him for Righteouſneſs, Gen. xvii. 19. 1 
Righteouſneſs accounted, And again (m the 
very next Line) it is mentioned, AI 


will teach his Houſe to do Righteouſneſs : 3 


Righteouſneſs done. In the New likewiſe, She 7 
former in one Chapter (even the fourth to the 


Romans) no > fewer than eleven times, a reputed

Righteouſneſs. The latter in St, John, my be- 
loved let no man deceive you, he that doth 


Righteouſneſs is righteous, Fohn iii. 7. A Righ- 
leouſneſs done, which is nothing elte but our 


Juſt Dealing, upright nn honeſt Con- 


verſation. 

Of theſe, the latter, he Philoſophers them- 
| ſelves conceived and acknowledged ; the other 
is proper to Chriſtians only, and altogether un- 


known in Philoſophy. The one is a quality of 
the Party; the other an Act of the Judge de- 
dclaring or pronouncing righteous : the cne 


ours by Influence or Infuſion ; the other by 
Account or Imputation. 

That both theſe there are, cars. is no Que- 
ſtion ; the Queſtion is, whether of theſe the 


Prophet here principally meaneth in this 


Name. 


looking back to the Verſe before, and with- 
out ſo looking back we ſhall never do it to 
purpoſe, 
dei the Prophet ſerteth one before us 
in his royal judicial Power, in the Perſon 


of a King, and of a King ſet down to execute 


Judgment, this he telleth us before he thinks 
meet to tell us his Name. Before this King 
thus ſet down in his Throne, there to do 
Judgment, the Righteouſneſs that will ſtand 


againſt the Law, or Conlctence, Satan, Sin, 


the Gates of Hell and the Powers oi Dark- 


neſs; and fo ſtand that we may be delivered 
from Death, Deſpair, and Damnation, and 
entituled by it to Lite, Salvation, and Hap- 


pineſs eternal, that is Righteouſneſs indeed, 
that it is we ſeek for, if we may find it, 
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[ 18 ] 
and that is not this latter, but the former only; 
and therefore that is the true Interpretation 
of the Lord our Righteouſneſs ; look how St. 
Auſtin cont. Creſ. 4. and the reſt of the Fa- 
thers when they have occaſion to mention 
that Place in the Proverbs, xx. 8. (when the 
juſt King fhall fit upon his Throne, who can 
ſay my Heart is clean? Look how they in- 
terpret it then, and it will give us light to 


underſtand this Name; and we ſhall ſee that 


no Name will ſerve then but this Name, 

nor this Name neither but with this Interpre- 

tation. 

And that the Holy Ghoſt would have it 

thus ever underſtood, and us ever to repre- 
ſent before our Eyes, this King thus /itting in 

bis Judgment Seat, when we ſpeak of this 


Righteouſneſs, it is plain two ways: firſt by 


way of Poſition : for the tenor of the Scrip- 
ture touching our Juſtification, all along run- 
eth in judicial Terms, to admoniſh us ſtill 


What to ſet before us. The uſual joining 


of Judgment and Juſtice continually all along 
the Scriptures, ſhews it is a judicial Fuſtice | 
we are to ſet before us. The Terms of it,

under Moſes, Gal. iii. 23. 3. A Bar, we 
. all appear before the Bar, Cor. v. 10.

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and again, be that breaketh one is guilty of all,

delivering of our Sings, under the Names of 
Debts; of the Law under the Name of a 


Hand-writing ; the very terms of an Advo- 


cate, Col. ii. 14. of a Surety made under the 


Law, of a Pardon or being juſtified from thoſe 
Things which by 8 Law we could not, 
1 John ii. 2. Gal. iv. 4. All theſe wherein for 
7 the moſt part this is fill expreſſed, What ſpeak 
they? but that the Senſe of this Name cannot 


be rightly underſtood, nor what manner of 
Righteouſneſs is in queſtion, except we ſtill 


have before our Eyes this ſame, that we are 


before a juſt King doing Judgment. 


2. And again, by way of Oppoſition, for 


ulually where juſtifying is named, there con- 


demning (which is a Term meerly judicial) is 
ſet againſt it. In the Law, Deut. xxv. 2. 


When there ſhall be Strife and the Matter 


ſhall come before thee, and Sentence be given, 
ſee the Righteous be juſtified and the Sinner 
condemned. To lis the Wicked and condemn 


_ the Innocent, both are alike abominable before

In the Goſpel. By thy Words ſhalt thou 
be juſtified, and by thy Words condemned, 
Matt. xii. 27. It is God that juſtifies, who 


fhall condemn, Rom. viii. 34. Grace to Fuſti- 
fication, as Sin to Condemnation, Rom. v. 16.

Point very material, and in no wiſe to be 
forgotten, for without this, if we compare 


ourſelves with others, as did the Phariſee,

vii. 9, 10. and the Books opened before him, 
then to thee O Lord Righteouſneſs belongeth, 
but to us Confufs on of Face; not in our Righ- 


teouſneſs, Dan. ix. 18. Yet was that Righte- 


_ ouſneſs from the Lord, but here it would not 
ſerve. He muſt wait for the Meſſias and the 
everlaſting Righteouſneſs which he bringeth 


with him, Dan. ix. 14. 


And Iſaiah tbe vi. and 1. at the Viſion of 
| the Lord fitting upon the Throne, and the An- 
gels covering their Faces before bim, Iſaiab 
vi. 5. cries out, Woe is me I am a Man of 
polluted Lips; Woe is me, for I have held 


my Peace, and there he ſees, the very Sins 


of his Lips, and the very Sins of Omiſſion 
will be enough to condemn him, tho' he had 
never in Act committed any. To end this 


Point, St. Paul 4 Veſſel of Election (ſo God 
him- 
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ſelf doth call him) faith plainly, if 1 it were 
before the Corinthians, or any Aſixe of == 
he would ſtand upon his Krgh/eouſneſs, but 
ſeeing he who judgeth me is the Lord, he will 
give it over and confeſs, that though he knew 
nothing by himſelf (and ſo had Righteouſneſs 


from the Lord) yet for all that ſays J am 


not hereby juſtified, Cor. i. 44. It is another 


Righteouſneſs and not that muſt acquit him: 


Thus do the Saints of both the Old and New 


Teſtament take this Name: And do not 
the Fathers the like? Sr. Auguſtine reports 
of S:. Ambroſe, that being now at the point 
of Death, he alledged that the Cauſe why 
he feared not Death, was becauſe we have a 
good Lord; and doth not he give this Note 
upon it, that he did not preſume upon his 
Converſation, though moſt holy and clean, but 
only ſtood on the Goodneſs of the Lord, the 
Lord our Righteouſneſs. 


And doth not he in his own Caſe, fly "x 


the ſame againſt Creſcentius the Donatiſt, 


that he ſhunned not to have his Life ſifted 


to the uttermoſt by any Donati/t of them 
all; yet in the Eyes of God, when the 


righteous King ſhall fit upon his Throne (theſe 


very Words he alledgeth) he ſaith plainly, 
he dare not juſtify Bine; but rather waited 
for the over-flowing Bounty of his Grace, than 


would abide the ſevere Examination of his 


Judgment; and Bernard in his 310th Epiſile, 


the very laſt he wrote a little before his 


Death to the Abbot of Chartres) concludeth 
he not thus: The end of my Life, which is 
free from Deſert or Merit, commend to God 


by Prayer. ene he not then his 
l Righ- 
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Righteouſneſs from the Lord, and confeſſeth 


the end of his Life is bare of all Merits and 


Deſires to have it by Prayers commended to 
the Lord our Righteouſneſs? thus do the Fa- 


thers conceive of it. 
Yea the very Schootmen themſelves, ake 


them from their Queſtions, Quodlibets, 


and Comments on the Sentences, let them be 
1n their Soliloquies, Meditations, and Devo- 
tions, and eſpecially, directing how to deal 


with Men in their laſt Agony, when the 


Judge is near at Hand, then take Anſelm 


Interogat. take Bonaventure in Brevilog. take 
Gerſon, in Agone, you would not wiſh to find 


the Lord our Rightecuſneſs, better, or more 


pregnantly acknowledged than by them. But 
this is by Vertue of this King's doing Juſtice 
and Judgment, out of whoſe Sight when we 


be, we may fall into a Fancy, or as the 
Prophet ſays, we may have a Dream of our 
Juſtice from the Lord, but framing ourſelves 


as before him, we ſhall ſee it is not that 
Righteouſneſs will conſiſt there, but we mutt 
come to our Righteouſneſs in the Lord; it 
is the only way how to ſettle the State of 


this Controverſy aright, and without this, we 


may well miſs of the Interpretation of this 
Name. And this, they that do not, or will 
not now conceive, the Prophet telleth them 
after at the 20th Verſe, that at the end they 


ſhall underſtand it whether they will or no. 


And indeed, to do them no wrong, it is 


| true that at his Judgment Seat ſo far as con-

And thus it would not be abſurd, 
if any one ſhould ſay that Chriſt's Righte- 
ouſneſs and Merits are imputed" to us; when 
they are given and applied to us, as if we 
ourſelves had given Satisfattion to God. And 
again, Chriſt only could ſatisfy for our Sal- 
vation, and actually has ſal i gied the Juſtice 
of God, and that Satisfaction is given to us, 
and applied and reputed ours, when we are re- 
conciled to God and juſtified. So ſaith Stapleton, 5 
de Fuſtific. 7. 9. Indeed that Fuſtice by ubich 
be ſatisfied for us is in ſuch a manner ours 
by Communication, that it is imputed unto us 
Juſt as if we had ſufficiently ſatisfied ourſelves ;

But in the poſitive Juſtice, or that part which 
is meritorious for Reward, there fall they 
into a Fancy that they may give it over, 
and ſuppoſe that a Righteouſneſs from the 
Ford; a Righteouſneſs (from God they grant 
it) inherent in themſelves, without the Righ- 
tcouſneſs that is in Chrift, will ſerve them; 


Here obſerve how far theſe Jeſuits exceed the Biſhop 
of Londen in his late Paſtoral Letter, on this TOS 
as before quoted in the Preface.

the Reaſon, that it muſt have an infinite Sa- 
 tisfation, becauſe the Offence is infinite, we 
reaſon from a like parity, there muſt alſo 
be an infinite Merit becauſe the Reward is 
no leſs infinite; elſe by what proportion do 
they proceed, or at what Beam do they

it be dealt with according to Righteouſneſs, 
in that Examination even the Life of the Fuſl

length is fain to reſolve thus. And by his In- 
dulgence he makes us righteous before God in 
| ſuch wiſe, as if we had moſt ſtriftly and in 


the moſt perfect manner obeyed all his Com- 
 mandments, Now Indulgence we know belong- 


eth unto Sin, and Righteouſneſs if it be true, 
needeth none, therefore he telleth us, it is, as 


2 if we were juſt, it is not juſt, as they defend 


it; ſo that he confeſſeth their Righteouſneſs 


needeth an Indulgence, and it is, but as it 


were, and not that neither in Pultice, but Ar 
ceptation, which is meer Matter of Favour, 


and not of judicial Proceeding, 
And to conclude, Bellarmine aſter his long 


Diſputation, in the end taking upon him to 
anſwer a Caſe of Conſcience, Whether a Man 
might repoſe any Truſt, in that he had ſo 
long argued for, and how far compriſeth 


the Matter in three Propoſitions well worth 


the noting: for firſt very ſtoutly he ſetteth 
down Aſſurance ariſeth not from Faith alone 
but from. good Works, Then in the ſecond. 
he falleth ſomewhat, in Merits, which are

And mark his Reaſon, becauſe his 
Righteouſneſs is ſuch as he is not ſure of, 
nor dare to put any truſt in it, nor plead 
it before a righteous King executing Judgment ;- 
which is enough, I think, to ſhew, when 
they have forgot themſelves a little out of 


the Fervour of their Oppoſitions, how light 


and ſmall Account they make of it them- 
ſelves, for which they ſpoil Chrift of one

This then is the Interpretation or Mean- 
ing of this Name, that as well in the one 
Senſe as the other, Chriſt is our Rig bteouſ- 


eſs, and as the Prophet Iſaiabh putteth it down

 Feouſneſſes, as it were propheſying of theſe Men: 
all our Righteouſneſs ; this, is that; that one 
as well as the other, are in the Lord, no

not to be mangled or be divided, but in-

We to call him by it: This is our Duty 


firſt, and that ſo to call him by it, as by bis 
Name, and a Name is a Note of Diſtinction, 
and we therefore ſo to uſe it: To apply it 
to him and none other, as the Nature of a 
Name is, The Nature of all Names but 
_ Chiefly of thoſe, which be Titles of Honour; 
for howſoever we diſpenſe with others, thoſe 
we will not in any wiſe divide with any. 
I will not give my Glory to another ſaith 
Cod to the Prophet, Tſaiah xlii. 3. which 
maketh the Prophet to proteſt he will not 
meddle with it: Not unto us O Lord; and 
again more vehemently, not unto us but unio 
_ thy Name give the Glory, Pſ. cxv. 1. 2. 10. 
and ſuch is this Name; for that very place in 
the New Teſtament, where it is ſaid, that God 
hath given him a Name which is above all 
Names, that in his Name all Knees ſhould bow, 
and all Tongues confeſs ;, that place is taken out 
of the Prophet 1/aiah, where the very ſame 
is ſaid, that all Knees ſhall bow and all Tongues 
ſhall acknowledge this Name, xlv. 24. and that 
thus, by ſaying, in the Lord my Righteouſ- 
neſs, and fo acknowledging concludeth, that 
all the whole Seed of 1/rael, as they ſhall 
be juſtified, ſo ſhall they glory in the Lord. 
It is the very queſtion which the Apoſtle 
doth of Purpole propound. Where there- 
fore is thy Glorying? as if he ſhould ad-. 
moniſh us, that this Name is given with 
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expr-& Intent. c exclude it from us, and 


us from it, And therefore in that very 


Place where he ſays, 1 Cor. 1. 20. be ifs 
made unte us from God Righteonſneſs, to this 
end ſays he, is he ſo made, that be that 
 glorieth may hy in the Lord. All which I 
put you in mind of to this end, that you 
may mark that this nipping at this Name 
of Chriſt, is for no other Reaſon, but that 
we may have ſome Honour ourſelves out 
of our own Righteouſneſs. 
Bellarmine doth diſcloſe as much, and 
doth not ſtick in plain Terms to avow it; 
for in Anſwer to that Argument, which 
is alledged by us, that after we are acquit 
of our Sins at this Bar, and that only for 
Chriſt our only Righteouſneſs; we are re- 
ceived into God's Favour, and made his 
Children by Adoption, and then have Hea- 
ven by way of Inheritance: He anſwereth 
directly, Their Meaning is not to content 
themſelves with that Angle Title of Inhe- 
ritance, but they mean to lay claim to it 


by a two-fold Rigbt. That is, not only 
by a Right of Inheritance, but by a Right 
of Merit alſo; and thereof he giveth this

Doctrine, is rather obſcured than illuſtrated, 
in moſt of the obſcure knotty Queſtions of 
tbe Schoolmen; as much as to ſay, they

Now as to call kim by this Name is a

Whitefield has tranſcribed out of his Works, 
and advertiſed the third, fourth, and fifth ot 
July, 1740. His Notions concerning Juſti- 
fication, ſo exactly tally with what I have taken 
out of the Biſhop of London's Letter, that when 


cloſely conſidered by my candid and judicious 


Readers, will I hope reconcile them, to what 
regards Mr. Vbiteſteld's Aſſertions, concerning 
that Prelate, and they will attribute it to pro- 
ceed from a fervent Zeal in this Godly Refor- 
mer for the pure primitive Doctrines of the 
Church of England, and his ardent Deſire of
